CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida. --- 
Astronzuts, cosmonauts, spaceships 
and rockets are ready for the joint 
U.S.-Soviet space mission that gets 
under way today, ending the space 
race that began 18 years ago with 
the launching of Sputnik. 

Countdowns ticked away smoothly 
on two continents yesterday for twin 
jaunchings that will propel the 
American Apollo and Russian Soyuz 
spacecraft Into orbit for a historic 
Iinkup on Thursday. 

The Soyuz, guided by cosmonauts 
Alexei Leonov and Valeri Kubasov, 
will blast off at 3.20 p.m. Israel time 
from the Baikonur Cosmodrome on 
the edge of a central Russian desert 
2,240 kms. southeast of Moscow.

Egyptian President Sadat is 
now in secret communication with 
the Americans, presumably in an 
attempt to keep up the momentam 
for the achievement of an interim 
settlement in Sinai, reports from 
Calro implied last night.

Jerusalem drivers will have to 
reorient themselves next Monday 
when the central stretch of Jaffa 
Road becomes one way only, except 
for buses and taxis. 

The change fs one of 8. series of 
mini-changes in the city’s traffic 
Pattern that is likely to have a 
sizeable cumulative effect over the 
next year in speeding traffic flow 
and opening up existing bottlenecks. 

The section of Jaffa Road affected 
is a one-kilometre stretch from Ki- 
ker “Hadavidka” (Haherut), just 
east of the Mahaneh Yehuda market 
to Kikar Nordau just west of Shazre 
Zedek Hospital. All traffie will con- 
tinue to Sow freely through this 
stretch westward — towards the 
exit from the city — but only buses 
and taxis will be permitted to drive 
eastward. The change, expected to 
speed bus traffic through the Maha- 
meh Yehuda bottleneck, reflects 8 
policy decision by the Transport 
Ministry to make public transporta- 
tion more efficient even at the ex- 
pense of private transportation. By 

Umiting the one-way area to the 
Davidke-Nordau stretch, municipal 
engineers say, they are keeping the 
effect on private traffic to a mini- 
mum, 


BUS LANES 

A more ambitious attempt to 
make bus transport attractive — 
and therefore reduce the attraction 
of the private car —- Is the opening 
of two exclusive bus lanes on Herzl 
Boulevard between the entrance to 
the city and Beit Hakerem, perhaps 
the worst bottleneck in the city 
during rush hours. At present there 
are four lanes divided by a traffic 
island. Although two additional lanes 
are being built on the east side of 
the boulevard, it ‘s the two westera- 
most lanes which will be converted 
to bus use since the built-up area 
is mostly on that side. The project 
wil] take at leat another year to 
complete. 

The two busiest intersections in 
the down town area — Kikar Zehal 
and Kiker Zarfat — are each to 
have thelr traffic capacity increased 
by about .one-third in the next few 
months by some rather minor 
changes.

— A leading member 
of the Ananda Marga yoge move- 
ment denied yesterday that human 
skulls are used by members of the 
movement, 


Acharya Mahesha Brahmacharit 
— or Dada, for short — came into 
The Jerusalem Post’s office here to 
protest a UPI report which appeared 
in The Post a week ago, stating 
that members of the cult in India 
had been arrested and police had 
seized seven human skulls in its 
crackdown after the cult was ban- 
ned on July 4 

Dada, a colourful figure in an 
orange turban, long black hair and 
a white meditation skirt, said that 
skulls are used by practitioners of 
Black yoga. 

Ananda Marga, on the other hand, 
has no rituals, ceremonies or wor- 
ship practices that Include anything 

. The meditation they prac- 
tise is purely internal 


Dada, who gives his age as “phy- 
sically 28, but spiritually as old as 
creation.” has been in Israel since 
November to organize meditation 
groups. He claims there are some 
200 Israeli practitioners of Ananda 
Marga, 100 more than he found 
when he visited Egypt. In Europe 
the movement has some 8,000 mem- 
bers he says, giving world member- 
ship as eight miltion. 

Accompanying Dada was his per. 
sonal secretary, a young German 
named Klaus EBeiser, and 17-year-old 
Israeli, Arye Leibovitch. Asked how 
he felt about visiting Israel, Beiser 
said, “I haven't had any bad expe- 
riences here. We are all one, one 
family.”

Chemicalindustry 
output was 


$1.3b. in °74

Last year’s rate of profit in the 
branches of Israel's chemical [n- 
dustry was one of the highest in the 
world, totalling an average of 45 per 
cent on capital investment. This was 
reported by the Director-General of 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry, Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, in 
an’ address to the International 
Chemistry Congress in Jerusalem. 

He added that output in Israel's 
chemical branch had last year totall- 
ed $1.3b. ‘The Israeli chemical in- 
dustry is characterized by a high 
growth rate, and in this sphere we do 
not lag behind chemical industries in 
such countries as Japan, the U.S. 
and most of Europe,’ he stated. 

Dr. Mandelbaum also noted that 
about 30 per cent of the chemical 
branch's total output—some $400m— 
had been directed to exports, and 
that this figure was expected to dou- 
Die within five years. The principal 
products involved are phosphates, 
nitrates, PVC, acids and 
agricultural fertilizers. During this 
period, a further 5,000 workers will 
be absorbed by the chemical in- 
dustries, 500 of them engineers and 
technicians of a high academic stan-
